Alberta farmers and ranchers in 
most regions where government 
drought assistance was provided 
during 1961-62 are eligible to apply 
for forage seed on a share cost 
basis under the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture’s new Range Reclamation 
policy. 

The Policy was inaugurated this 
year because range land is becom¬ 
ing seriously depleted. A recurring 
shortage of winter feed supplies in 
south-eastern Alberta during the 
last two years has clearly indicat¬ 
ed that even in normal years there 
is an imbalance between livestock 
numbers and forage production. 

Feed reserves throughout the 
area covered by the Policy are in¬ 
adequate to non-existant. Conse¬ 
quently the first dry year, which 
came in 1961, resulted in extreme 
distress among cattlemen which 
had to be alleviated by government 
assistance. 

During 1961-62 the federal and 
provincial governments spent near¬ 
ly $383,000 in assisting farmers and 
ranchers to move feed into the 
drought area. Much of the fodder 
was of a very low quality resulting 
in a high incidence of nutritional 
deficiencies in the livestock. Trans¬ 
portation assistance had to be pro¬ 
vided again in the same area dur¬ 
ing 1962-63.
